PLANS FOR FILIPINOS. 


-Time Alone Mast Dijtermlne tlie Presi- 


dent's .Policy. 


. Washington, D. .0., Jan. IS.—Presi- 
dent McKinley's Philippine policy, ac- 
cording to his cabinet officers, has un- 
• dergone no change of late, for the sirn- 
.ple reason that his plans in regard to 
-the future of the islands, after the rat- 
ification of the treaty of peace,.have 
.not been, formulated. Last October he 
• developed a Philippine policy only to 
r-ihe extent ol deciding.it would be im- 


jpossible to return any or all .of the 
.islands to Spain. He so-instructed'the 
peace commissioners "at Paris, and they 
-carried' out his views without alteva- 
:tion. 
. 
: 


He did not decide then, nor has he 


.decided yet, that the islands must, he- 
'Cesaarily become a part 'of the Unit- 
ed States for all time.. He became con- 
vinced.that Spain could not govern the. 


• islands under any circumstances, and- 


-Ih'at the United States must assume 
their control at least temporarily, and 
.jpossibly permanently. 


To this-extent the president's Phil- 


ippine policy is clearly outlined In the 


- 
treaty of peace now before the senate. 


When that treaty is ratified by both 


-countries, and the United States ac- 
quires the legal title to the islands, 
the president will then undertake to 
:find out whether the Filipinos have a 
.government strong enough to control 
•the islands, .which-few people believe 
.-to be possible. 


Until it is shown that the natives

-dent will not consider the occupation 
by the United States as anything but 
.-a trust. He believes it will take from
